First. 
What is your opinion of the bind- 


ing force at the present time of the rule 
adopted in 1874, under the apportionment 
act of 1873, limiting the time to which each 
county shall be entitled to the candidate lor 
Congress to two consecutive terms ? 


Answer.—I do not think there is any- 


thing binding upon us at all as regards the 
rule of 1874. 
Neither do the men who 


made the rule, the majority of whom are 
still living and who say very emphatically 
they had no power to make a rule which 
would continue in force after the next ap- 
portionment, and the district changed. I 
remember the campaign of 1874 very well, 
as I took quite au intercut in it, and I say 
the rule was a good one at the time it was 
made and for the time it was intended to 
cover. 
Montgomery county at that time 


was Democratic, but with the aid of lower 
Bucks we were able to keep a Republican in 
Congress. 


-Times have changed since tlicn. 
Mont- 


gomery has been in the Republican column 
for years, and Bucks for the past three, 
years. 
The district has been re-appor- 


tiened, which necesaarily did away with all 
old rules. 


Second.—Bo you consider the arraying of 


the Republicans of Bucks county against 
the Republicans of Montgomery county, by 
an appeal to county pride and county loy- 
alty a matter of county propriety when the 
selection of a candidate to represent the 
congressional district is involved? 


Answer.—My dear sir, pride is a good 


thing for us all to have if 
it is rightly 


placed, but if wrongly placed it is an abom- 
ination in the sight of the Lord

In many of the Congressional districts of 


the State a strong effort will be made to dis- 
place able and experienced Representatives 
for new aspirants for the honors and emol- 
uments of statesmanship. 
Districts com- 


posed ot more than one counly are in a for - 
ment of political excitement over the vicious 
"rotation" principle, and local jealousies 
arc for the moment overshadowing the only 
considerations which should operale in the 
selection of a Congressman—ability, integ- 
rity and experience. 
It is of very slight 


moment from which of the counties 
of the 


district the candidate has come; but it is of 
the first importance that a Representative is 
chosen who can immediately render the pub- 
lic the best service. It is a defect of the 
American legislatve system, Federal and 
State, that eminent statesmen are so fre- 
quently retired, to make room for some un- 
tried man living in a county which insists 
upon having "its turn" in naming a Rep- 
resentative. 
The 
English 
constituencies 


very often ignore all questions of residence 
and geographical lines in selecting members 
of Parliament. 
They nominate and elect 


moil to this post who live in other districts, 
and in this way many famous statesmen are 
kept in Parliament who otherwise would be 
relegated to privacy. 
John Morley, a name 


well known in this country, las t year was 
defeated at Newcastle, but was afterwards 
voted for in another constituency. If Amer- 
ican constituencies would as a rule show an 
equally sensitive regard for their statesmen, 
and for their own interests as well, the coun- 
try would have less occasion to lament the 
failure of Congress to legislate for the coun- 
try's good. 


It is a fatuous policy to retire a satisfac- 


tory Congressman to make a place for some 
untried man clamorous for political recogni- 
tion and distinction. Such a course .would 
have eclipsed the shining lights of our poli- 
tical and Congressional annals, and doubt- 
less many men, who might have been of 
inestimable value in Congress, have been 
sent to other, but less conspicuous, fields of 
usefulness by their forced retirement 
from 


Congress before their ability and adaptabil- 
ity for legislative duties were developed. 
Perhaps the 
Congressional 
office would 


serve the public better if the term were 
lengthened. 
A long term in the judicial 


office is regarded as necessary to avoid in- 
experience on the bench as much as pos- 
sible. 
Indeed, this is considered ot so 


much moment that many Judges hold their 
places by a life tenure. It is not desirable 
that our Congressmen or legislators should 
be elected for life, but some constituencies 
have wisely kept Senators and Representa- 
tives in office during their effective years. 
Whenever a district is fortunate enough to 
be represented at Washington by a man of 
exceptional qualifications it ought to keep 
him there as long as possible. 
It should 


prize an able and experienced Congressman 
as it values a good Judge. 
. Without assuming to pronounce upon the 
relative merits of the various Congressional 
aspirants in the 
Pennsylvania 
districts 


where there are contests for the nomina- 
tions in either of the great parties, it is 
proper that a journal representing the Penn- 
sylvania public should insist that no narrow 
considerations of 
county 
boundaries 
or 


petty local jealousies should be allowed to 
control the action of the 
Congressional 


District Conventions. 
Statesmanihip can- 


not be developed at Washington by dismiss- 
ing trained Representatives who have made 
oreditable records.—Philadelphia Ledger,

In a company of prominent physicians 


each was nuked to write the six remedies 
that he would take cm bnard ship fur a voy- 
age around tho world if his life were to de- 
pend on tho number who should return 
Bllvo. 


The first entry was opium, unanimously 


IndorscM. At the second entry tho voto 
WIIH u tie Ixiuvecm mercury and quinine, 
arid nov that tho bichloride of mercury has 
been found to be the most • lllcicut of mi- 
crolic killers probably that would have sec- 
ond pluce unanimously, and the third 
would be unhesitatingly given to the va- 
rious ox tracts of the bark "of the several 
varietle-iof thccinchoua, of which the moot 
fiuniliui- is quinine, a name derived from 
that u« d by tho Peruvian Indians, who 
sailed tbe trees kina. The old fashioned 
method of administration was by macerat- 
ing tho 'quills" of bark in wind, and tho 
great tonic iutlie curly part of this century 
was "b.irk and wine," and as in thcso 
later days i t has been demonstrated to bo 
directly fatal tn the bacillus malaria wo 
can easily understand what a IKJOU it was 
to tho settlers in the undraincd and 
"fever nnd ague" regions »f this country 
•when now. At last by the advance of 
cliemlcitl skill tho hecret of extracting its 
alkaloid,, was found, and of these no lewd 
than 13 .iro known and used, and some i'.l 
them produce u valuable medicine at a less 
cost than quinine itself. 


InlBDltho Dutch government under- 


took to r.iiso the trees in the Island of Java, 
and now they have most prosperous plan- 
tations, but tho most extensive and sucees- 
fulof what may bo called Intelligently eon- 
ducted plantations are to Ijo found on tho 
slopes of tho Himalayas and In British 
Uurma. In South America tho burk IB 
obtained by first stripping tho trunk, then 
felling the tree, but under English botan- 
ists in India a way is found of partially 
stripping the trunk and then surrounding 
it with moss, causing fresh burk to be pro- 
duei'd. Tho botanists have even found a 
way of making the bark fuller of tho de- 
sirable alkaloids. —New York Independent

Keiwl Thin and Then Pander on the Awful 


luiiuennltr ot Space. 


Soino i>>wplo flnd a curious difficulty in 


mentally diHtingulshing between stars and 
planets. Again and again they hear tliat 
stars are nuns and tliat planets are worlds- 
thata sun is not aworld and that a planet 
is not u star, and their confusion of mind 
on tho subject, remains untouched. 
Yet 


the distinction is not, really difficult to 
grasp, and to see it clearly is quite essen- 
tial to any understanding of the heavens. 
Our sun is a star, brother to all thoso 
twinkling points which lio scattered over 
tho night sky. Our world is not a star, 
but it planet, sister to tho few shining but 
nontwinkJlng bright liodius which appear 
to wander slowly among tho stars. 
Tlio 


planets belong to our solar system—all of 
them, without exception, that wo aro nblo 
to see. Other planets belonging to other 
stars may and doubtless do exist in count- 
less millions through the universe, but we 
have no power to detect their presence 
Ihey, like tlio planets which belong to our 
sun, shine by Uio reflected brightness of 
their piLrtl.-ulnr star, not by their own in- 
trinsic nullanco, and so they cannot be 
seen at a vry great distance. Any watcher 
with oycsif-ht and telescopes such as ours 
gazing from tlie region of any star in thi 
sky outside our sohir system would eeo 
nothing whatever of tho planets or tho 
moons of our system. He might mako out 
tho sun as n more or less dim stair. Ho 
would not l« aljle to detect Jupiter or Sut- 
um, still h ss our little earth. 


And it must be remembered that every 


smglo star in the whole universe lies out- 
side our sol,ir system with only one excep- 
tion.

The New Czar. 


In tho United States a newly elected 


president tokos the oath of office, and Uioro- 
by Is profeidftnt de facto and de jure for 
four yeiirs by grace and will of the sover- 
eign people. In Russia the people, direct- 
ly or by their representatives, take an oath 
of obedience to the new sovereign and 
thereby place themselves under his com- 
mand so long us he may live. In the one 
case tho president swears that he will ob- 
serve and conform to the constitution and 
Hie law as made by the people; in the other 
bhe people swear that they will obey such 
laws as the czar may make. As a sequence 
of the different methods of inauguration, 
issassiuation of the chief magistrate is rare 
in the United States and frequent in Rus- 
sia. 


i'et it cannot be denied that the Russian 


czar is regarded with affectionate, if super- 
ititious, reverence by the commonalty of 
lis vast realm. It is the students, tho law- 
yers, tho newly rich and tho disappointed 
raliticians among the old rich that aro dis- 
iffccted. 
The Hussion mount naltho d«- 


ires a republic nor understands the mcan- 
ng of it. 
Wliat ho may do 60 or even SO 


years hence is doubtful. The world moves 
vory fast after railways have been laid 
upon its surface, and railway building is 
in progress throughout Russia. 


But at present the throne of the czar 
eems to have the attributes of durability, 
.'ho new monarch is handsome and, pleas- 
ng and is said to be wise. He manifests 
he utmost confidence in the loyalty of Us 
eople and chafes under the military guar- 


dianship that his advisers deem necessary 
for his protection during the long ordeal of 
the coronation festivities. If he grant ex- 
tension of popular rights as they are from 
time to time demanded; if he bond his sov- 
ereignty toward tho constitutional form- 
In fact, if he make haste slowly yet 
steadily toward liberalism, he may leave 
his scepter to a long line of Romanoffs. 
But if he prove to be a reactionary, who 
shall predict the future? 
For Russia lies 


in the path of the democratic wind —Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean.

The Dangers of Ice Cream, 


Tho icecream vender is, according to the 


London Ijancet, a menace to health and. 
should be. carefully looked after by all per- 
sons who have due regard for sanitary con- 
ditions.

o great deal of the ice cream sold by ven- 
ders was made in cellars, In some instances 
on floors Uid over wet places where the 
mud spurted up tlirough the boards at ev- 
ery step. A microscopic examination of 
some of the cream jtiade in a place of this 
sort revealed disgusting ingredients of all 
kinds—insects, hairs, lint, bits of straw 
and filth from the streets, to say nothing of 
nameless unappetizing articles not to be 
mentioned to ears polite. 


The summing up of the situation Is that 


under no circumstances should ice cream 
be mado in cellars. There is no more de- 
sirable medium for the propagation of ba- 
cilli, and for this reason all operations 
connected with their manufacture should 
be conducted in clean, dry, above ground 
places. 
The ingredients ought to bo thor- 


oughly cooked and cooled in vessels cover- 
ed with thick cloth. Ice cream is whole- 
some or otherwise, depending on tho caro 
taken in its making.

Cow to Cure Stooplnff. 


Olio of the greatest, and most common 


deformities of tho day, observes a medical 
wrilur, is one tliat with care und attention 
can Ixs remedied. It is tlio round shoul- 
dered or stooping habit. Mirny of tlio most 
natural figures show this tendency to 
stoop, while in the narrow chested jt is 
marked to a painlul decree. And yet by 
raising oneself leisurely upon the toes iu a 
perpendicular position several times a day 
this deformity could be easily rectified. 


To do this properly one must be iu a 


perfectly upright position, the anus drop- 
ping at the sides, the heels well together 
and the toes forming an angle of 45 de- 
grees. The rise sliould be made very slow- 
ly and from tho balls of both feet, and tho 
descent should be accomplished in tho 
same way without swaying the body out of 
its perpendicular line. Tho exercise is not 
an easy one, but may he accomplished by 
perseverance and patience. It can be mod- 
ified, too, by standing first on one leg, 
then on the other, liiilating and raising 
tlie chest at tlie same tbuio are a part of the 
exercise, and if persevered in will ulti- 
mately show an increased chest measure- 
ment, dovclorij.oi.t of king power and per- 
fectly straight iiuil erect figure.—Pearson's 
Weekly.
